The Revolutior as Seen by an
Eye-Witness—Bhe Exact Con-
dition of the Insurgents,

Their Policy and Means
of War.
Mr. Charles McCormack, who for several

yeurs has resided in the eity of Puerto Principo,
Cubn, where he was employed s master ma-
shinist of a railrond, gives thelN, Y. Herald the
& prnded necount of Lhe von altfon of things cn
the fsland:—

The occupation of the hne of ruilroad from
Pucrio Privelpe to Nuevites having lelt me
withont employment, 1 determiped to retura to
the Uuptted Bintes, T procured the uocessary
prpers from Co onel Mepa, the SBpunish Govs
ernor of the eity, and sturted with s companton,
on lhiorkeback, by laod, on the 12th of Febroary
danl.

At that time the pative male pooulation, with
$he excepiion of the smull children and very
old men, hnd entirely left the civy ln conse-
quence of the revolutionary movement, The
native Apaviarde, mos«ily shopkeepers, hal en-
rolled themselves fn the volunieer corps, and
wete exceedingly bitter In thelr hosthiity to the
Cobane, Thesze, with the small namber of regu.
Jur troops in the olty, gave Colonel Mona a foree
of abeut 3000 men, well supplied with aras
and ammunition and & few deld pleces, There
had been & reglment ol colored troops ino the
fnrrlmn, but these had pearly all deserted to

he Ipsurgents, tuking thelr arms with thew,
The roads leading futo the town were all burri-
eaded by the Bpanish troops in the outskirts,
Operations againet the insurgents were confined
to an ocenstonal foray of the troops for provi-
sions and forage, which were usually made in
eiroog foree and encountered little open resist-
ance though on every occasion Hu-{ encouns
tered a constant ambuscaded fire both in going
from and retorning to the towp.

Tre fecllng of the nalives of all classes is
wery decided for the revolation, and young snd
old. rich and poor, haye gone into It.  General
Dualce’s proclanmations of amnesty aud reform
at first produced some effect, aud many were in
fuvor of accepting them., Awmong these were
ene, il nottwo, of the Arungos, and one of
shem had begue negotiations to that effect. For
this purpose he had held communications with
Qolonel Meus, sud appointed a dav when he
would come In unarmed under & flag of trace to
gonfer with him, It was stated in Priocloe
that Colonel Mena's orders to the sguad send
t0o meet Arango were to bring him the corpse of
thatrebel. The fact was that he was shot as
poon as he approached the suburbs of the town,
and the remains were hacked and disfgured
a'ter death, This event stopped eolirely the
feeling in favor of sccepting the amnesty and
r*f rms amoug the Cubans,

The Insurgent forca fgathered ronnd Paerto
Principe amoun's to about 7000 men, and | was
informed that 8000 more were holdiug the line
of rallway betwecu that city snd Nuevites,
They are very enthusiastic o the canse, bat
are Iy armed, and i1l supplied withammuni-
tion, elr only cannon are & few pleces of
fron pips well plugged and bound round with
banded s'rips of the hard woods of the country.
Yvery available instroment was spplied to the
making of a weapon for oJersive purposes, and
a lance and machale—a short, heavy sword—
were the genetal armament, A few had breech-
loading rifles cuptured from the Bpaniards, bat
the want of the proper ammauuition rendered
them of little service. An old-fashioned flint-
lock muzgle-londing muszkel was Lhe favorite
srm, 88 it conld always do serviee whether
there were pavent cartridees, porcussion caps,
eto., in onmp or not. Whoever had one of these
prized it above all the patent arms to be bad,

There was but little organization aniong the
forces of the revolution, althoush General
Q 1e«ndn was recopnized s tue chiel incom-
mand, Every leader had ralsed aud kept to-
gether what men he could, and the camp secmed
more like a patheriog of private bands than a
regular jorce. Geoperal Quesada was laboring
to introduce regimental and brigade oreaniza-
tions. It was this reason, the absenoe of regular
orgapization and military rule, which prevented
Geperal Qaerads from attacking Paerto Principe
which beconld nudoubtedly cup'ure It he coul
eontrol his forec o0 as to bring them to act on &
geniral plan.

There sre many negroes smong the insur-
gen's, wo t of them frowa the to yns, or wuo
were previously free  Toe pluntations hisve all
stopped work, but the slaves bave elther gone
fnto the towns to seck protection, or bave flod
into the woods, where they remain, Few or
none of l‘hudc}au of the populatioa #ide with
the Spaniarde,

TI]!!'JI'!! 15 carried on by the Cubans more as
a gierilla war than by rezuolar operations.
Whoepever & force of Bpanish troops appears
suywhere the Cubans scatier from its [ront,
sand seek by ambaseading bebind trees and in
the thick woods to anuvoy the troops snd dimin-
%24 thelr nombers, The great object smong the
insurgents in these encounters i# 10 get hold of
the musket aud koapsack of every one they onn
wouxd or kill. 1n this they wili run extraordl-
nary 1 ks, three or foor running ont from the
bush at every Bpanlard who falls. The Spanish
troops generally behave well in these enconn-
f=rs, and whepever forced to haltor lorm daring
their march, will roundly abuse their unseen
foes, stsling them cowards, and calling upon
them to come ovt of thelr hidivg places aud

ow themselves,

“TIYe feellng umong the Bpaniards Is very bitter
fudeed. They formed wulwost eulirely the
tradivg population of the couniry, and every
srossroad and coultry villuze was occupled
with thelr shopr, These smie now sbandoned
wherever the iusurgenis have wppesred, and
thelr owners have withdrawn 10 poinls held by
the troops, Thuos the ¢ untry is bire of goods.
At first a lenfent poliey towards the prisoners
prevailed, bat the Spanish volunteers huve now
bicome #0 violent thal>they shoot uearly all
they capture, calling (hem leaders. AL the
sime [ wis with ihie fusargents they had uot
excouted suy prisoners, but the feeling in favor
o! retalintion was becoming very slrong.

o regular olvil. govornment exists in the
dlstriots held by the insurgents, nnd no formal
sitempt has yet been mude (o organize one, 1o
the Genlrsl’ Depurtmest Gevernl Quesnda's
autl 0 ity is respecied, while in the east Geoe-
r4l Oespedes is looked wpon as the leader,

The ity ls agaln slartied Lhls morning by the
report of anovher wragedy, Mystery envolops
It, and opinlon is divided as Lo whethior It Is &
most Boendish murder or a most slugalar sul-
olde. Tobe views of Lhose nnacguainted with
such matters=ordinary oltlyens, who are apt Lo
beswayed by exclivment—appear Lo lnollue to
tue pellef tbal the former supposition 1§ the
oorrect one; but then these viows nre oifsst by
those emtertalned by the detective officers
aud Coroner's oflliclaly, seccustomoed 1o
look At things from the staundpolnl of scommon
penEe nnd experlence, Lhat the Intler theory is
the one which will be ascertalned Lo be borae
oul by the facts—in faot, Ltont the deosased had,
with Ineredible deliberation, and Ina high'y
geneational manner, commitied felo de se. Wilh-
out expresaing any opinlon onr own, prioe to
that full Invesiigation of the matter whion s
sure of laking place, we stnte the clreninsatan-
ces of the recovery of the body,and what has
p'oee been lesroed Lo relation to the affalr,

The seene of the murder or suiolde, a8 1t may
be, I8 ot the 8 W. corner of Hixth street and
Girard avenue, o a bullding kKnown as Lue
“Girard Hall' The Janitor of this hall, s youug
man twently-elght years of age, named Joseph
W, Bmith, was the victim, Last evening, aboat
7 o'elock, he wasdiscovered in the hall, bound
band and foot, securely gagged, shot with a re-
volver through the head, and stone dead,

The hall bad been eogaged last evenlo
meeting of the FPresbylerian Trinity
but wasnot lighted up ot the usnal hour, & olr-
onmstance which led to the flrst dlecovery of
the tmedﬁ. Tho parties who oconpy the stores
under the hall, nware of the habit of the de-
cenged to huve everything in readiness for the
meetlpgs which are held there almost nightly,
benchies arranged, Noers swept, and gas lightad
lopg before tue bour for the meeting arrived,
and noticing, what, of course, conld be soen
from Lthe stree!, thal all was dark ln the place
Ri evenliong closed, began (o lmaglne tuat all
Was not right,

A young mau named George Hamliton, am-
ployed at Snocmaker's drug stors, at the corher
of Hizth and Glrard avenne, was then des-
patlched, with & oandle, np-Atalra 10 ascertaln
if the Janitor was about, He entered the piace,
the doors all being open, and as soon as he
possed the small ante rcom leading into the
nell, digcovered the body of Mr, Bmith lylng on
& box, near the ante-root door, dead, Of courss
he at once hurrled away, gave the alarm, and
1o & short timereturoed wity a nunmberof other
pi rsons, A closer examination was then made,

It was found that the deceaned had been shot
through the right temple; his face and the
floor were covered with blood; his body lay
stretehed diasgonally across a large box sta-
toned under A& window elose by Lhe anle-room
door, or private entrance to the hall; the
mouth was gagged with s white handkaroblef,
A d a parrow red sash was drawa three times
around the neck, holding the handkerchler fust,
and then twisted; the hands were both seourely
bonnd with a narrow cord, leving a space be-
iween them of about nine inches; and the foel
were bound 1n A slmllar manner st the ankles,

Though the hands were closely seoured s
stated, yot it was evident, from the manner in
which they were fasiened, tuat it would have
been no diMeunlt matler 1o free them, The
eord whish beund them had it one end
wrapped seversal times around the wrist of ons
hand, ils other end &lmply fushloned into s
nuose, and slipped over thie oltber hand., 1Tne
g¢g of the mouth had been slightly pulled
uwway.

dreosses, Theso men left & small deposit, and
were lo eall in the afternoon and gl thelr
drerges, but whether they did 8o I8 not known,

The decoaned had evidenily besen at work on
the lberiy eap mentioned, for it was fonnd ln

THE ROTHSCHILDS.

They Do Not Like the Management of
Thelr Paris House

The Rothachilds ure said to be di=<stisfed
wilh the mansgement of their Parls house sinee
the diesth of old Baron Jumes, His two sons are
wen of litle ablhity, aud they are sald to have
made severnl ruinous speculations, Nearly all
el the old employes of the firm have becn
diechurged since Baron James' deatb. Some
strange discoveries have been made in regard
to the charitles of the old Baron, He frequently
eubsoribed for benevolent pnrposes large sums,
wiih the understandiog that he ehould be called
vjpon to pay only & part of the same, He
olten complaived of the exorbitant sums he
had to pay for clerk hire. He took buot two
or {hree daily papers, aud the man who
read the news of the duy to him every morniong
had to subeeribe for na many, sund bring them
along to Rothschnld’s house. He never wore
watches, rioes, or any kind of ‘icmrlr_v. At tho
dinner-table be drank cheap wine, wud he often
scolded his children (or drinking champagne
and other expeusive wines, There was bat oue
person ut whose expeuses be did not gruomble,
and that was his wife. When uallntrupon by
persons who wanted him to contribole hand-
somely for charltable purpoges, he often “‘came
down” only nyon being told what, il he shoald

not give enything, bLls wife would be
applied 0. He knew thiat she
would contribute  lbeislly, asnd so0 he

subscribed a handrome sum, but usuully &
little Jean thsn he thought she would have
given. He wos a4 compouud of miserly and
spendthriit bablts, Healways made a fuss with
hin shoemaker, who presented his anouoal bill
to him, but he did not even winee when his
agents asked him for twenty thonsaund francs to
purchase some work of art, [le was very proud
of hin sagacity as an art eritic and connoisseur,
but he was chieated #0 often in the purchase of
pletures, statoes, medals, ete., that one-half the
works of art in his galleries are said to be
worthlese, He had the most implicit confidence
in old Charles Plllet, the avetioneer of works of
art, but Mr, Pillet, It is thought, often abused
thls eonlidence and palmed wor.hless trumpery
on the trusting Baron.

The Indinns Commmenes thelir Outrages
= he Tables Tarned,
Special Despateh o The Evening Telegraph,
Oxana, March 25,—~The following is official
in relation to sy attack on & Government trialn
near Fort Bmith on Monday morning. A
party of Indiuns, variously estimated at trom
fifty to twe hundred, attacked s Government
train, four miles from Fort Steele, and cut off
six wagons, The teamsters drove the Indians
off from the advauced wagons, cut out the
